MURDER CAR AND MAN ACCUSED OF KILLING STUDENT

PATROLNAN SHOT
BY BANDIT GANG

Officer Is Probably Fatally
Wounded When He Tries to
Assist Motorist

ONE IS HIT BY BULLET

Bandit gangs caused a reign of ter-
ror in the central and northwestern
and southwestern sections of the city
overnight, shooting and prohably fatally
wountded a policeman, holding up four
men and three women and being beaten
off while holding up a taxicab driver,

In another clash with three young
alleged lold-up men a policeman ac-
cidentally shot one of them in front of
220 North Darien street at 3 :45 o'clock
this morning.

The victim i Charles Hiron, eight-
een yeara old, who gave his address as
728 Race street, e 18 in the Hahne-
mann Hospital with a flesh wound in
the thigh.

Hiron's companions escaped.

An unknown man ran up to Police-
man Gilligan, of the Eleventh and
Winter streets station, at 8:80 o’clock
and excitedly informed him that three
Ustick up' men were at Ninth and
Vine streets. Gilligan accompanied the
stranger and on the way met Policeman
Barrett.

They were just in time to see the
three men horrying down Vine street.
One of them separated from his com-
panions and got away, The other two
continued over Spring street to 220
North Darien street, the address of A,
Riva. They were trying to break down
the door when the policemen arrived.

Shots Fired In Chase

Motoreyele policemen surprised the
bandits after they had ordered the taxi-
cab driver, Peter Agnes, 0H631 Apple-
tree street, to hand over his money,

Shots were fired by the pollee in the
chase that followed, The bandits sent
their machine into high speed and
dashed down Eleventh strect to Wood,
and then to Twelfth and Vine, where
they escaped,

The men held up at Twentleth wnd
Glirard avenue while escorting three
women home were David Beherlls, 858
North  Forty-first street; Benjemin
Wilkes, 26106 South Percy street; David
Glasgow, 300 Pine srt{.;ot. and Benjamin
Hurper, Fifth and Bainbridge streots,

Heherlis today reparted to the police
that the bandits had nrmy guns ‘‘that
looked to be n foot long'' and at Jeast
one of them wore an army shirt,

“The seven in our party were walk-
ing west on Girard avenue until a trol.
Iey came,’’ said Scherlls, “*When we
got to Twentieth street three men got
out of an automoblle standing on the
corner nnd ordered us to back up
agninst the wall.
